General MacArthur

A Nebraska scientist — Elvin 
F. Frollk—rep orted In Chicago 
late Tuesday on what p rob- 
obly is the first work done with 
atomic energy o n determining 
t>.e inherited changes of p lant 
life. The rep ort was made at 
the meetings of the American 
Association for the Advance of 
Science.

Tassel* of the corn p lant were ex­ 
p osed to slow neutron irradiation 
St the uranium p ile of the Argonne 
National laboratory at the Uni­ 
versity of Chicago. 
First Neutron Corn Study. 
Previously, 
research 
workers 
have used neutron* to study the 
p hysiology of p lants, mice and 
fruit flies with success. A* far as 
i t known, this is the first lime 
neutron* have been used to study 
endosp erm changes in corn. 
Frolik rep orted that the irradia­ 
tion of the p ollen resulted in an 
increased number of mutations 
involving three m arked genes. The 
p ercent of defective kernel* in­ 
creased consistently with the in­ 
crease in the duration of neutron 
irradiation. 
Tassels Kxamlned. 
In the study, the tassel* were 
removed from p articular p lant* 
carrying sp ecific genes at the Uni­ 
versity of Nebraska and at the 
University 
of 
Minnesota. 
The 
tassels were sent' by air to the 
Argonne lalioratory. 
Up <» n com­ 
p letion of the neutron irradiation 
at the uranium p ile, the tassels 
were return*?d to Lincoln and 
allowed to shed p ollen In the 
laboratory. 
Then, the p ollen was rushed to 
the field and p laced on p lants with 
marked genes. 
The results then 
were studied in the resulting € *ars 
of corn. When the p ollen was ex- 
jx)sed for a consldf rnble length tif 
tim e to irradiation, a highly ad­ 
verse effect on its fertility was 
noted. 
The study, which will continue 
next year, I* regarded as a funda­ 
m ental one at the University oi 
Nebraska In studying inhente<i 
changes of corn.
